In consideration of the futurity 
of the Alabama College Associa¬ 
tion, the executive committee for 
1990 recommends to the mem¬ 
bership the endorsement in 
principle of the following: 

1. that the time has come for 
ACA to realize its potential 
and become a leader in 
initiating the professional 
growth of its own 
membership. 

2. that the Alabama College 
Association assumes the 
professional development 
coordination for the two- 
year college system per¬ 
sonnel supplementing local 
professional development 
activities. 

3. that a plan be developed 
and implemented to achieve 
this goal. 

4. that a full-time executive 
director and secretary be 
employed to coordinate pro¬ 
fessional development 
activities. 

5. that a sound financial stra¬ 
tegy be adopted to ensure 


initial success and the end 
goals of self-sufficiency for 
the association and added 
professional growth for 
membership. 

6. that the existing "ad hoc" 
committee continue to 
develop and oversee the 
implementation of this plan 
until the goal is reached. 

Rationale — The purpose of 
the Association is to promote 
development and advancement 
of Alabama education through 
the Alabama College System by: 

a. Promoting professional 
service; 

b. Encouraging profes¬ 
sional growth; 

c. Improving articulation 
and cooperation with all 
levels of education; 

d. Identifying needs and 
problems of the Alabama 
College Association and 
communicating them to 
appropriate agencies for 
action; 

e. Providing communica¬ 
tion throughout the 


Alabama College Sys¬

The growth of the Alabama 
two-year college system, added 
professional duties and assign¬ 
ments of its members, time con¬ 
straints, and limited resources 
have placed increasing strain on 
the Association's ability to 
function, strictly, as a volunteer 
organization and accomplish its 
purpose. The inability of a 
volunteer group to adequately 
promote the Association's pur¬ 
pose prompted the executive 
committee to appoint an "ad 
hoc" group to study and recom¬ 
mend a method by which ACA 
could become more effective and 
productive in serving the needs 
of the personnel of the two-year 
system.

Peter T. Ewell is a Senior 
Associate at the National Center 
for Higher Education Manage¬ 
ment Systems (NCHEMS), a 
research and development 
center founded to improve the 
management effectiveness of 
colleges and universities. A 
member of the staff since 1981, 
Dr. Ewell's work focuses on 
assessing institutional effective¬ 
ness and the outcomes of col¬ 
lege, and involves both research 
and direct consulting with insti¬ 
tutions and state systems on col¬ 
lecting and using assessment 
information in planning, evalua¬ 
tion, and budgeting. He has 
directed several multi- 
institutional demonstration pro¬ 
jects on this topic funded by the 
W. K. Kellogg Foundation, the 
National Institute for Education, 
and the Consortium for the 
Advancement of Private Higher 
Education. In addition, he has 
consulted with over 75 colleges 
and university and a dozen state 
systems of higher education on 
topics including assessment.

He has 
also been actively involved in 
developing NCHEMS manage¬ 
ment tools for decision-support, 
particularly in the area of 
enrollment management, and 
regularly delivers seminars for 
college administrators on 
assessing student outcomes and 
designing program review 
systems. 

Dr. Ewell has authored five 
books and numerous articles on 
the topic of improving under¬
